‘THE NEW AMERICAN TREATY WITH CHINA, 


A cannevr. perusal of the new Amorican 
‘Treaty confirms tho impression whi 
wo received from a cursory glance at 
Wo must confess that its raison d'etre 
isa mystory lous. Diplomacy, though 
not clussed with nocromaney aud witel- 
-eruft, is practically an ocoalt science ;
